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DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM  STARTS  NOV.   15 


Presbyterian  College  will 
launch  its  long-range  $2,000,000 
development  program  on  Novem- 
ber  15. 

The  occasion  will  be  a  Diamond 
Jubilee  Dinner  in  Clinton  to  open 
the  home  campaign  within  Lau- 
rens and  Newberry  counties.  A 
goal  of  $250,000  has  been  set  for 
this  home  area. 

For  the  entire  two  Synods  of 
Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  the 
campaign  aims  at  $750,000  during 
the  first  year,  1956,  which  has 
been  designated  as  a  year  for  em- 
phasis upon  Christian  Education 
by  the  General  Assembly. 

Four  outstanding  church  lead- 
ers will  direct  the  program  in  the 
two  states. 

Co-charimen  for  the  Synod  of 
Georgia  are:  the  Rev.  Harry  Fi- 
field,  pastor  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Atlanta;  and 
H.  Lane  Young  of  the  Citizen  and 
Southern  National  Bank  of  At- 
lanta. 

Co-chairmen  for  the  Synod  of 
South  Carolina  are:  the  Rev.  Fred 
V.  Poag,  pastor  of  the  Shandon 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Colum- 
bia; and  Joseph  Walker,  Jr.,  of 
Joseph  Walker  Company  of  Co- 
lumbia. 

The  home  area  co-chairmen  are 
Robert  M.  Vance  and  Tom  Addi- 
son, both  prominent  Clinton  bus- 
inessmen; the  advanced  special 
gifts  chairman  is  P.  S.  Bailey, 
another    Clinton   business   leader. 

Presbyterian  College  launches 
this  development  program  in  con- 
nection with  its  75th  anniver- 
sary.    Both     of     the     controlling 


synods   have    given   the   program 
their   official  blessing. 

Three  immediate,  pressing 
needs  are  to  be  met  by  the  first 
phase  of  the  long-range  program. 
The  College  has  placed  the  build- 
ing of  a  chapel-auditorium  at  the 
top  of  its  priority  list.  Following 
this  is  the  need  for  a  student 
center,  and  additional  funds  for 
endowment  to  provide  more 
scholarships  and  to  increase  fac- 
ulty salaries. 

PC  Dean  Is  Moderator 

Dr.  George  C.  Bellingrath,  aca- 
demic dean  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege, has  been  named  Moderator 
of  Atlanta  Presbytery. 

An  ordained  Presbyterian  min- 
ister who  served  in  the  Synod 
of  Georgia  as  director  of  religious 
education  and  later  as  president 
of  Rabun  Gap-Nacoochee  School 
before  coming  to  PC.  Dr.  Bellin- 
grath has  maintained  his  Georgia 
interests  by  retaining  member- 
ship in  this  Synod. 

Choir  Opens  Season 

Presbyterian  College's  out- 
standing robed  choir  will  open 
the  1955-56  concert  season  by 
presenting  its  program  of  sacred 
music  and  worship  in  the  Pres- 
byterian churches  of  Mayesville,

of  Dr.  Edouard  Patte,  will  sing 
in  Mayesville  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing and  in  Sardinia  that  evening.

HARLLEE  BRANCH,  JR.— 
president  of  the  Georgia  Power 
Company  and  an  elder  in  the 
Trinity  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Atlanta,  a  driving  and  successful 
businessman  who  has  harnessed 
the  energy  of  his  organizing  ge- 
nius to  the  promotion  of  the 
Church  and  various  institutions 
of  the  Church,  a  leading  spirit  in 
the  development  of  one  of  the 
fastest-growing  large  churches  in 
the  Assembly.
